Some time after writing in long-hand from Boys Town, I remem- 
bered that your Wisconsin Sheets were already mounted in some sort 
of transparent envelope of acetate. This would widen out the sheets 

somewhat and would thus decrease the number which might be shown on 
one frame section. On album pages, however, where there is a hinge 

extension, there occurs the same difficulty and this is usually satis- 
factorily solved by simply laying one sheet over the other. The 

thickness of the acetate coverings might preclude any such action in 
your case. Would you care to send me about^of the sheets here 

to Tulsa and let me see what I can do with them; I brought back with 
me from B.T. about 100 frame sections on which I am now working 
mounting the material to be displayed. I even brought back some 

of the stamp books previously taken up so that I could do the work 
here at home. No one has any idea when the building will be ready 

for occupancy but it will certainly not be before the first of the 
year and not then if the bad weather strikes and prevents them from 
getting it enclosed.

The three diagrams below show how panels are arranged in each 
the three style main frames. 


No. 61 Triangle pivot arrange- 
ment of panels permits No. 61 being 
placed against flat wall or on open 
floor. Two or more persons can effec- 
tively use this type at the same time 
as half the panels open flat to each 
side. 


No. 62 — All panels pivot in a 
straight line. This type ideal for 
placing along flat wall or in corner. 
Panels open at a wide angle. Material 
posted may be viewed from the same 
point.
